The new petrol station and garage at Fairview 
has been designed by Mr. Henry J. Lyons, 
F.R.I.B.A.,. atchitect, for Mr. E. Edge, and 
has been ‘constructed chiefly as a petrol 
station, where cars can run in easily off the 
road, and obtain petrol under cover, indepen- 
dent of .weather conditions. Facilities are 
provided for repairs and overhauling of cars.

TOP-DRESSING. 

A top-dressing of nitrate of soda at the rate 
of 1 cwt. per statute acre applied after the 
crop was singled increased the average yield 
hy 5 cwt. per statute acre, but decreased 
the average sugar content of the beet by 
0.2 p.c. The average increase in the value 
of the crop was, therefore, barely sufficient 
to pay for the cost of the top-dressing. It 
should be observed, however, that this top- 
dressing proved useful in stimulating the 
growth of crops which were backward because 
of the attacks of mangel fly or as a result of 
unfavourable soil or weather conditions. 

The resuits of the experiments with drills 
of different widths and on singling to different 
distances were not conclusive, and, even when 
reviewed in the light of the data obtained 
from like experiments made in the previous 
year, do not permit of a definite recommenda- 
tion as to the best spacing of the plants. 


WATERFORD BOY FOUND 
DROWNEP

MEDICAL EVIDENCE AT INQUEST. 


“ Death by drowning’’ was the verdict 
returned at the inquest, which was held in 
Waterford yesterday morning, on Andrew 
Halligan (8), who was found lying face 
downwards on the mud in the River Suir, 
Waterford, at 8 o'clock last Tuesday night. 
The boy, who resided with his parents at 
Gaffney s lane, left his house at 6 o'clock last 
Tuesday evening, presumably to play. with 
some companions, No one heard cries ‘for 
help, and no one saw the boy fall into the 
river. When the body was taken from the 
water, Guard Condon stated at the inquest, 
it was quite cold, so that it must have lain 
in the water foy at leas an hour, and 
possibly two, before the discovery. The tide 
was then out and the water quite shallow. 

Dr. Philip Purcell stated that when he 
examined the body he found the following 
injuries on it:—QOne large wound, one inch 
long, at the back of the crown of the head; 
abrasions on the right knee cap and fore- 
head; upper and lower lips badly cut, and 
the teeth and tongue badly damaged and 
bruised, He added that the wound on the 
crown of the head and the injuries to the 
face could not have been caused by the body 
striking some object at the same time. 

here was no evidence forthcoming to 
show how the boy received these injuries. 

The Coroner (Dr. Kennedy), in his verdict 
of “ Death by drowning,’’ left the question 
of the injuries an open one.

BELFAST MOTORIST FINED. 

Henry Hepworth, of 36 Crumlin road, Bel- 
fast, was fined £3 at the Belfast Police Court 
yesterday for driving a motor car in a manner 
dangerous to the public.

REORGANISATION OF 
THE CREAMERIES. 


TIPPERARY FARMERS’ VIEWS. 


The creamery situation was discussed at 
the meeting of the South Tipperary Farmers’ 
Union Executive, effernan, T.D., was 
asked to state what was the position regard- 
ing the Carrick-on-Suir creamery. In reply, 
he said that he had taken the matter up with 
the responsible Government official and with 
the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society. 
As a result Mr. McAuliffe had visited the 
district, and he understood. that it was 
arranged that the creamery be kept open as 
an auxiliary, provided a supply of the milk 
of 500 cows was guaranteed. He heard that 
this supply had been guaranteed. The con- 
venience of suppliers should be considered, 
and he believed that in exceptional cases the 
Government should be prepared to run 
creameries at a loss temporarily in order to 
encourage the growth of dairying.in suitable 
districts,

Mr. Heffernan said that it was altogether 
& question of an economic supply. 

Mr. William Fogarty said that in Burn- 
court they had suffered a loss owing to the 
change, as they were now being charged a 
higher figure for manufacturing their butter. 
He thought that the amount paid for the 
creameries was excessive, and the farmers 
would eventually have to bear the cost. 

Mr. Heffernan, T.D., agreed that the 
pmount paid was too high, but he thought

The Senior Dominion. 


The Prime Minister of England has 
returned to London after. a tour of three 
weeks in Canada. Mr. Baldwin is the 
first British Premier who has visited 
a Dominion during his term of office. 
He went to Canada to assist at 
the celebrations of. the sixtieth anni- 
versary of the British North America 
Act—a compliment which was appreciated 
deeply by the whole Canadian people. 
His mission, however, had a broader 
purpose, which has succeeded even beyond 
expectations. Mr.. Baldwin is a typical 
Englishman, probably the most “English ”’ 
‘Premier who has held office during the 
last‘ hundred years. He is a plain, 
country gentleman, inspired by . high 
ideals of national service, free from 
all political guile, and devoted passion- 
ately to his native land. He went io 
Canada as an ambassador, to interpret 
the British character to a young nation, 
to explain the attitude of the mother 
country to the Dominions, and to com- 
plete, by personal contact with the 
massés, the work that was bezun so well 
at the Imperial Conference of last year. 
Mr. Baldwin’s speeches throughout his 
tour have been received everywhere with 
the highest praise. He expounded a 
sound democracy in a land where demo- 
cratic ideas have become almost a re- 
ligion. He assured the Canadian people 
that England stood for the same prin- 
ciples of freedom and equality which they 
themselves cherished; and his simple 
words have done more than the elaborate 
speeches of a thousand diplomatists to fire 
the enthusiasm of the great Dominion for 
the Empire of which it is one of the 
strongest pillars. 

The Prince of Wales already regards 
himself as a Canadian-by adoption. He has 
an extensive ranch in Alberta and spends 
his time in Canada as a practical. rancher. 
By his visit to Canada Mr. Baldwin 
has supplemented the Prince’s good work. 
Now that the principle: of complete 
equality has been recognised among the 
several members of the British Common- 
wealth, it is essential that contact between 
them shall be close and constant. Modern 
transport has been developed to such an 
extent during the last few years that a 
trip to an overseas Dominion no longer 
demands heavy sacrifices of time. Sir 
Samuel Hoare already has flown to India 
Flying services’ are being established so 
rapidly that very soon the whole Empire 
will be linked up by air, and a journey to 
South Africa, or even to Australia, wil! 
be only a matter of days. Hitherto there 
has been comparatively litt's personal 
contact . between Britain and the 
Dominions. Every three or four years 
Dominion Ministers come to London for 
an Imperial Conference; but few British 
Ministers have taken the trouble to see 
the Dominions for themselves. Mr. 
Baldwin has set an excellent ' example.

A Spoiled Summer. 


The gloom of England’s August will 
be deepened by the railway accident which 
we report to-day. A train, crowded with 
holiday passengers for Deal, was derailed 
yesterday afternoon near Sevenoaks. The 
engine and all the carriages left the line 
and were overturned. Some of the 
carriages, including a Pullman car, were 
smashed ; fifteen persons were killed, 
many others received serious 
injuries. No calgmities are sadder than 
those which suddenly turn happy anticipa- 
tion into agony and bereavement. 
Hitherto the present holiday season has 
been unusually free from railway acci- 
dents. A few days ago a defect in the 
engine of the Cornish express was dis- 
covered before any mischief was done; 
and last Saturday a train left the line 
near Maidstone, but, fortunately, with no 
loss of life or limb. That derailment and 
yesterday’s Yreadful affair—both on the 
Southern Railway Company’s system— 
must be the subject of official inquiries. 
and the public will suspend its judgment. 
There will be no surprise, however, if the 
experts find an association between the 
two accidents and the heavy rainfall of 
recent weeks. The surface of England— 
even those parts of it which the engineer’s 
best skill has strengthened—must have 
yielded something, somewhere, to the per- 
sistent battery of millions of tons of water 
from the skies. A report which we print 
to-day says that the present month, with 
seven days still in its quiver, threatens to 
rival for wetness the “record” August 
of 1878. Already it has staked its claim 
to be the worst August since 1915. While 
the normal rainfall for the month is 24 
inches, that amount already has been ex- 
ceeded in most areas, and Harrogate— 
equalled, alas! by Dublin—has endured 
64 inches of rain. The same report has 
compiled some interesting details, physical, 
financial and psychological, of the effects 
of this August rainfall. It has blighted 
all forms of holiday trade except those 
of the umbrella shops, the theatres and 
the picture-houses ; the seaside hotels and 
the big stores of London have suffered 
sorely. On the other hand, the public 
health has flourished in spite of sunless 
days. Rain and wind have blown away 
dust and germs, and the doctors’ consult- 
ing rooms are empty. Unhappily, the 
report suggests, with some show of truth, 
that the doctors’ harvest is merely post- 
poned. Later in the year the psychological 
effect of their spoiled holidays will be 
visited upon the working classes. They 
will become nervous and depressed, a prey 
to minor ills of the body, and, perhaps, 
also to that industrial uneasiness which 
foments trouble in mine, factory and ship- 
yard. Scientific inquiry into the influence 
of weather on politics might throw light 
on the present crisis in the Free State's 
affairs. No doubt, yesterday’s wretched 
weather was responsible to some extent 
for the bare fifty per cent. poll at the two 
vastly important elections in Dublin. On 
a brilliant, exhilarating day electors, 
passing the polling-booths, would feel 
that spirit of light-hearted adventure 
which caused Mr. Wemmick to say, 
“Here's a church! Let us go in.” Yester- 
day many electors, staring through their 
blurred windows at dripping skies, may 
have shared the fear of the very sea-sick 
traveller that the ship was not going to 
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sink. 


Preservation of Whales.

' Speed. 

, Much interest is being taken in the new 
types of seaplane which have been built 
for the Schneider Cup Race on the Lido 
next month. The world’s ‘‘record’’ for 
speed is claimed at present to be in the 
neighbourhood of 270 miles an hour, and 
it is unlikely that the technically possible 
limit has been reached. If the pace of 
mechanical progress continues, we may—if 
we have the desire—breakfast in Moscow, 
lunch in Peking and dine in Mexico. The 
technical obstacles to the putting of a 
girdle round the earth in forty hours, 
if not in forty minutes, eventually 
may be overcome; but Major Louis 
H. Bauer, of the United States Army 
Medical Corps, has suggested that there 
is a physical “speed limit.” He thinks 
it doubtful that man would be able to 
endure a speed of much over 300 miles an 
hour on sharp turns, and suggests that, 
even if machines can be built to stand it, 
pressure on the aviator’s brain might 
cause death. A lieutenant of the United 
States Army, who is thought to have 
attained 350 miles an hour in “looping 
an outside loop,’’ describes his sensations 
in such a way as not to encourage 
imitators; but when has mankind been 
daunted in any enterprise by the fear of 
death, even in unaccustomed forms? The 
Air Ministry preserves a discreet silence 
as to the speed really attainable by the 
new British seaplanes, but 300 miles 
commonly is rumoured among the curious. 
The Manchester Guardian reports some 
“tall” stories of the trial flights. One 
of the machines was practising to and fro 
between Southampton and Cowes, when an 
angry yachtsman rang up the seaplane 
base to complain that his sleep had been 
disturbed by a machine ‘‘ hovering ' over 
his yacht for the past hour. Another 
picturesque tale is that the noise of one 
of the engines is heard only when the 
aeroplane is out of sight, but it must be 
remembered that sound travels 757 miles 
an hour. 


LONDON THEATRES. 


‘THE FATHER” AT THE 
SAVOY. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Strindberg’s ‘‘Fadren,’’ produced a 
few weeks ago at the Everyman Theatre, did 
so well there, that it has now been trans- 
ferred to the Savoy Theatre, where some fine 
acting can be seen in a strangely morbid and 
abnormal play. 

The story describes the strife existing be- 
tween a mother and father over the education 
of their daughter. In order to get her way, 
the ruthless mother artfully suggests that the 
husband is not the father of the beloved girl. 
The man is a keen scientist—his brain is 
highly excitable, and at this dreadful and 
unexpected news his mind totters—he goes 
mad, and dies. 

The author appears to be obsessed with 
the idea that all women are deceitful and 
utterly abhorent creatures, and he stresses 
his theme that no man can be sure of the 
paternity of his child with prejudiced em- 
phasis. Underlying the excessive bitterness 
of the play, there is a grain of truth, and 
unconsciously the author makes the mother 
the more consistent character. The maternal 
instinct predominates to such an extent that 
it can lie and deceive in order to ensure 
what it considers best for the child. 

The piece was remarkably well acted. I 
have never seen Mr. Robert Lorraine do 
better work than his study of the brilliant 
man, who goes so terribly to pieces under 
his wife’s malignancy. 

Miss Dorothy Dix was powerful as the 
mother, and Miss Haidee Wright wre a fine 
interpretation of the scientist’s old nurse. 

The Strindberg play was preceded by a 
sketch of Sir James [Jarrie’s, entitled 
“ Barbara’s Wedding.” Although written 
some years ago, this is the first time it has 
been performed by professionals. It is really 
a character study, and here again Mr. Robert 
Lorraine does a fine piece of work. He plays 
an — colonel—an invalid—whose mind 
plays him tricks, so that, living in 1918, he 
dreams of the days before the war, and con- 
fuses them with the year in which he is 
living. He portrays the part with some 
humour and much pathos. It is a great 
study, and richly deserved the warm 
applause it received. The whole idea is fan-

The Inter-Parliamentary Union. 


Representatives of the Parliaments of 
thirty-one countries have arrived in Paris 
for the twenty-fourth conference of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union. The meeting 
begins to-morrow, when M. Poincaré will 
address the three hundred and eighty 
members in attendance. The British 
delegation numbers. twenty-three, and in- 
cludes members of all political parties. 
The Irish Free State sends six delegates 
and Canada one. Germany sends forty- 
six, including Dr. Wirth, a former 
Chancellor, Herr Loebe, President of the 
Reichstag, and Dr. Dernburg, who was 
Colonial Minister under the Kaiser.

sends twenty-one, and France will be 
represented by seventy-nine senators and 
sixty deputies.. The most important topic

The Schneider Cap. 


Squadron-Leader L. H. Slatter, who will 
be in charge of the British flying team in 
the race for the Schneider Cup, is the 
oldest of the five pilots who will go to 
Venice.

ENGINE AND COACHES

The train was travelling at a high speed 
at the time, and it is believed that the 
engine left the lime after crossing some 
points just outside a cutting at Riverhead, 
a village situated about three-quarters of 
a mile north of Sevenoaks.

DRIVER AND FIREMAN

The foreman of the Sevenoaks (Tubs 
Hill) Station, Mr. Pope, told me that he 
was informed of the accident at 5.35. 

“At once,” he said, “I made arrange- 
ments for doctors and nurses, blocked the 
down traffic, and rushed to the scene, 
Which is about half a mile frem the 
station. It was a ghastly sight I saw. The 
back coaches were smashed in thousands 
of pieces.

_|A CONFUSION OF ISSUES.

In a leading article The 7'smes observes :—

Such a view, how- 
ever, is wholly, at variance with the purpose 
of the Rhineland Army as defined by treaty, 
and British publie opinion will with difficulty 
accommodate. itself to the idea that the 
British contingent is an outpost of French 
defences. 

Tha wholly separate issue of French security 


“was faced, and, so it appeared, was settleu 


at Locarno. By the Articles of that pact the 
signatories most svulemnly guaranteed the 
territorial status guo in Western Europe; 
they undertook immediately to come to the 
help of the victim in the event of a violation 
by an aggressor of the relevant Articles of the 
Treaty of Versailles; and it was laid down 
that its provisions should remain in force 
until the League of Nations was by common 
consent accounted able to ensure sufficient 
protection to the contracting parties. It is 
no part of the Lócarno bargain, and it is 
far, indeed, om the Locarno spirit, that 
ttefensive troops should be maintained on the 
territory of a neighbour. Furthermore, their 
maintenance there for defensive purposes 
would invalic:'e the system of demilitarisa- 
tion which was applied to the Rhineland by 
the Versailles Treaty. Great hopes were 
based upon the effective demilitarisation of 
this much-debated meeting-ground of two 
former rivals, and the hopes were renewed 
when Germany spontaneously repeated at 
Locarno her xccohtance of the situation 
created for her by the war. Its occupat:un 
by a foreign army was sanctioned. as a 
temporary measure, and with a definite 
purpose. That purpose must be uppermost 
in the minds of those who are considering 
the proper number of effectives to be main 
tained in the Rhineland, and the issue can 
only be confused by linking it with another 
problem.

Paris newspapers attribute Tuesday 
night’s rioting to the presence of a large 
element of foreign ‘‘undesirables.’’ The 
Petit Parisien estimates the foreigners to 
have formed 90 per cent. of the rioters. 

The riots were the most violent seen in 
the French capital since the execution of 
Ferrier in 1911. The latest estimates give 
the number of policemen wounded as 121. 
The Journal suggests that about a 
thousand persons were injured, and says 
the demonstrators did their best to conceal 
their casualties. 

The damage is placed at several dozen 
millions of francs. The worst damage was 
done in the Boulevard Sebastopol, where 
the fronts of big shops and cafés were 
smashed and the premises pillaged. 


NEWSPAPERS URGE ACTION. 

The principal newspapers this evening 
are pressing for vigorous action to deal 
with Communist propaganda. 

After pointing out that to allow such 
propaganda is to reap a harvest of insur- 
rection, the Temps says that disorder must 
be prevented, and last night’s events ought 
to have a political conclusion. 

The Journal des Debats urges that these 
disturbers of the peace should be sent back 
countries, where most of 
them have an account to settle with 
justice. 1t adds that “ Communists who 
are mad in Paris and Geneva are wise in 
Berlin and Budapest.’’ : 

The Liberté calls Íor the arrest oí the 
agitators. 

The Intransigeant says that the demon- 
stration last night was all the more in- 
structive in that it could have no effect, 
since, after all the appeals for pity by 
the French Press, the Government of the 
United States was itself powerless. '“ The 
fomenters of trouble,” the newspaper 
adds, ‘‘did their best to create a revolt 
and to blow to a white heat the sentiments 
of hatred on which they were speculating. 


STATEMENT BY MINISTER OF 
INTERIOR. 

M. Sarraut, Minister of the Interior, 
has made a statement to the, Matin on 
the serious disorders. ‘‘ The evening was 
a warm one,” he said, “but the police 
held their ground, and wil] continue to 
hold it. This disorder is the fruit “of 
Communist propaganda; but let the 
revolutionaries bear clearly in mind that 
the street does not belong to them, and will 
never belong to them.”’ 

M. Chiappe, head of the Paris Scotland 
Yard, said neither the Communists nor 
the Anarchists had attained their aims, 
and were at no moment. masters of the 
street. The scenes of vandalism and 
pillage were the work of mischievous 
elements and malefactors who were 
organised to exploit the agitation to their 
own profit. The looters arrested would 
not be spared. } 

The Communist organ, Humanité, repre- 
sents the fury of the demonstrators as 
having been directed in patticular against 
bars and other establisirments frequented 
by rich Americans. The paper publishes 
an appeal in which, while repudiating acts 
of individual terrorism, it again invites 
the proletariat to boycott “ Yankee - 
capitalism and the American Legion. 

SENTENCES ON RIOTERS. 

Five of the rioters arrested last night 
appeared before the magistrates this after- 
noon. 

Two were sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment. One man was also given six 
months, but with the benefit of the First 
Offenders Act. 

Two other sentences of two months and 
fifteen days respectively were passed.

JUSTICE ON SUPPRESSION OF 
EVIDENCE.

District Justice Gleeson said that the state- 
ments made by the accused men were odd, 
hut the evidence on the depositions did not 
disclose a ‘prima facie case against them. One 
would expect that in a case of this kind, 
particularly when the respected parish priest 
had his hfe put in imminent danger, 
there would have been some attempt made 
hy the people, the decent people, of the 
locality and the parish to band themselves 
together and make some serious attempt to 
discover the perpetrators of the outrage. As 
far as he could gather, not only had no such 
attempt been made, but there had been some- 
thing very nearly approaching a conspiracy 
to defeat the ends of justice by the suppres- 
sion of evidence. He said that generally and 
without anv reference to the particular per- 
sons here charged.

A JOINT COLONIAL POLICY. 


A remarkable speech, outlining an entente 
letween Italy and Germany in the matter of 
foreign colonies, was made by Marshal

‘The League of Nations,’’ said Marshal 
Cavigha, ‘‘aims merely at the removal of 
armed conflict, and thus in an imprudent 
fashion at guaranteeing to the most powerful 
nations complete security in the enjoyment 
of the rich tracts they have conquered, But 
there are other forms of conflict, no less 
dangerous, which the League of Nations can- 
not prevent. 

‘‘What are the duties of a nation mainly 
composed of an humble, working population, 
such as Italy? She possesses a soil com- 
paratively unproductive and a rg Re Cú 
population. Our lot is plainly linked with 
that of nations in a position similar to our 
own, and it is with them that we must 
inevitably come to a common understanding 
in order to find co-operation in the stern and 
inevitable struggles which the future has in 
store for us, with a view to securing bread 
lor the generations to come. 

‘Without shouting and without menace, 
but with cold and intelligent persistency, 
must we pursue a course of training for every 
eventuality which may arise.”

STILL GOOD HOPES FOR 
THE HARVEST. 


This month will go down on the records 
as one of the wettest Augusts known. 
Already—with seven days still to go—the 


rainfall is considerably more than in any 


August since 1915. The normal for the 
month is about two and a quarter inches, 
but parts of London during the last 
twenty-four days recorded nearly four 
inches, while Harrogate had six and a half 
inches. 

Dublin, however, easily outdistanced all 
these save Harrogate, having had six and 
a half inches rainfall up to the present 

Dublin received over half its August 
rainfall during last week, but so far the 
Dublin rainfall record of 1917 has not 
been beaten. In twenty-four days of 
August, 1917, the rainfall was no less than 
7.577 inches. There’ is still, however, a 
chance to establish a new ‘‘record,’’ as 
the month has yet a week to run. 

The record wet August up to this in 
Great Britain was in 1878, when, at Kew, 
six and a half inches of rain were 
recorded. 

Contrary 
weather, has not 
effect on health. 

Farmers say that the position is bad. 
‘‘but not frightfully bad.” A few days 
of sunshine to get in the harvest are 
needed to save the situation. 

At the seaside there were as many 
visitors as usual. Outdoor amusements 
suffered, but indoor entertainments were 
crowded out.

á “I should not expect the weather we have 
been having to find any expression in the 
death sate,’ said an official of the Govern- 
ment -Department responsible for the com- 
pilation of mortality statistics. “Of course, 
in the cold weather, old people who have 
already got one foot m the grave, dié, but in 
the case of diarrhea it is common knowledge 
in hot, dry 
summer weather than in a cool period. There 
is not much to be said from the point of 
view of causing illness against the weather 
of the last fortnight. i 

“ A disease which might conceivably be 
increased as the result of damp and stormy 
weather is pneumonia. That appears to have 
been the case for the notifications of that 
complaint were appreciably higher for the 
week ended August 13 this year than they 
were on August 14 twelve months ago. But 
there has been no epidemic,” 

SERIOUS EFFECT ON WORKERS. 

The psychological effect: of the loss of 
normal August sunshine and holidays upon 
the workers is serious, a representative of 
the National Institute of Industrial 
Psychology said. ‘‘ August holidays have 
come to be the récuperative period during 
which workers in industry store up reservos-— 
physical and psychological—enabling them to 
withstand the trials of winter. The loss of 
holidays, particularly when they have been 
looked forward to for some months, has a 
depressing effect on people's minds just as 
the absence of sunshine and the wet weather 
prevents their bodies from recuporatin from 
the effects of the previous winter months. — 

“It follows that the loss of holidays will 
show its effects on industrial workers, not 
only immediately; but later on. When winter 
sets in people will not have been braced up 
to withstand it.” 

CROPS ABOVE THE AVERAGE. 

“The position is bad, but, not frightfully 
bad.” This was how an official of the Britis 
Ministry of Agriculture summed up the effect 
of the wet v--ther on the crops. “ All things 
considered, the outlook is a fairly favourable 
one. The crops are rather better than the 
average, taking Great Britain as a whole. 
The weather has been so patchy, and some 
places will probably yield better than usual, 
while others may Ie be so aig L sat 
sav that at present the average !s5 lav , 
na “shoe só will undoubtedly be more 
difficult, more arduous, and more expensive ; 
but, unless there is a — breaking of 
the weather, the farmer will be able to get 
his crops in. There is no fear that the crops 
will be wasted. The farmers have had a very 
bad hay harvest, but there seems a good 
prospect of a satisfactory wheat crop. All 
we want is two or three days of sunshine, 
just to let the harvesters do their work. 

“The fruit, prospects, on the whole, are 
rather better. There is far less blight than 
usual. This possibly may due to the 
excess of rain. On the other hand, this dull 
weather is not good for ripening fruit. Here, 
again, a few days of real sunshine would make 


a world of difference.” . 

So it really comes to this: No great damage 
has been done by the wet so far. But if there 
is much more the story may be a different 
one. 


SHOPS BADLY HiT. 

London's large shopping centres have been 
very badly hit. ‘The continuous wet weather 
has meant little or no summer season for our 
large shops,” said Mr. T. Ernest Jackson, of 
the Incorporated Association of Retail Dis- 
tributors. ‘ Fashion goods, and especially 
holiday wear, have been particularly har 
hit.” 

The sales managers oí the sports depart 
ment of Gamage’s, asked how the weather 
had affected his trade, replied forlornly, It 
has absolutely crippled it. There has been 
scarcely any demand for sports’ outfits this 
year. Golf is té only thing which has 
'eally kept its end up.”

acquire a full knowledge of the local con- 
ditions.

In the 
Jater Victorian age people believed that all 
was well with the world, but to-day the 
intellectuals were steeped in pessimism, and 
we live in au age which was morally bank- 
rupt. The business of Christianity was to 
change that by using the weapons of thought, 
oo the modern world had put into its 

ands. 
THE HOPE OF MODERN CIVILISATION, 

“The problem,” he said, “is not whether 
Christianity will survive, but whether civilisa- 
tion will survive. I see no hope whatever 
for our modern civilisation unless we can let 
loose fresh life, which, I hope, will be created 
in art, politics and science, as well as in 
what. is technically called religion or morals, 
coming from a renewed vision of God, and a 
clearer understanding of Christ.” 

Modern philosophical ideas, he continued, 
had brought Christ out of the stained glass 
window into the street, and could see Christ 
as one of the artists—not a preacher or a 
legislator, but a poet and an adventurer, a 
person up against odds. 

ALL .QODERNISTS. 

“We are all modernists now,” said Pro- 
fessor W. R. Matthews, Dean of King's 
College, London, in a paper dealing with 
the aims of the modern movement. “The 
difference is only im degree. It is very plain 
that if we are to preach the Gospel to this 
generation we must speak in terms that it 
can understand. It is no use for us to set 
ourselves in the Ark and wait for the flood to 
subside.”’ 

The need for some synthesis between 
Christianity and the modern outlook was 
never more amg | than at the present time, 
and never more difficult to achieve. 

THE NEW REVIVAL. 

“ Religion is tending to degenerate into a 
decent formula wherewith to embellish the 
comfortable life. (Laughter.) We are told by 
many that there are signs of a new revival 
of religion. It may well be true; the question 
is what kind of revival may we expect. Shall 
it be a stirring of the old loyalties, an aweken- 
ing of faded memories, and nothing more? 
His answer was that such a revival could be 
asured only by the abolition of the discord 
between the religious consciousness and the 
forward movement of thought; only by the 
attainment of such a synthesis between 
Christianity and the modern outlook that 
Christians, so far from trembling at every 
advance of science or scholarship as a possible 
dificulty for faith, should confidently claim 
ever-> new life as conserving and enlarging 
their thought of God. 

Professor Matthews said that the trade of 
producing fixed philosophies still went on, but 
it was a dying incustry. The chief obstacle 
to the progress of the Gospel was not modern 
thought, but the modern absence of thought. 
(Laughter.) . The chief justification of 
modernism was not that they might water 
down the Gospel, but that they might make 
it more effective. 

THE NEW PRAYER BOOK. 

Reference to the news Prayer Book was 
made by Professor Bethune Baker in a paper 
on “Christian Doctrinal and Liturgical 
Formularies.”’ 

‘*Qur religion,” he said, “ought not even 
to seem to “sló bits of obsolete history, 
ethics and science. ‘That, I suppose, should 
be one of our guiding principles of revision.’’ 

On the subject of the new Prayer Book, he 
said: “It seems to me that we are to have a 
period of sanctioned confusion in the form of 
permissible variations as a mirror of the state 
of the Church of Ligland to-day. The new 
Book reveals an ausence of controlling mind, 
common will and consciousness--a position of 
instability. Anyone can fish in these troubled 
waters. 

“As regards the new order of Holy Com- 
munion, we are assured that no ch of 
doctrine is meant or intended. I cannot but 
believe that doctrine, deliberately re- 
jected at the Reformation now becomes 
wferentially permissible."’

DEMAND FOR SWORN INQUIRY, 


Replying to a letter received from the Locai 
Government Department, Dr. Meagher, Medical 
Officer, County Hospital, wrote to the County 
Commissioners at King’s County Board of 
Health with reference to the treatment of 
particular diseases, that there was no reom 
for treatment of such intern patients. He 
could not understand, in view of his con- 
tinuous reports as te the shocking inadequacy 
in hospital accommodation in the County 
buildings why these queries were still being 
followed up, In a further communication be 
wrote: “Owing to the lack of facilities for 
operations all female surgical] cases will have 
te he sent to Dublin until such time as pro- 
vision is made for their surgical treatment. in 
this hespital.”’
